The Italian marrow is 
especially suited to this treat¬ 
ment. Pick it when it is about 
1 inch thick, when cold it may i 
be sliced and served with mayon¬ 
naise.

The squashes like a rich, 
loamy soil. Plant them in rows 
from 3 to 4 feet apart, and in 
hills about the same distance 
apart in the rows. The same cul¬ 
tural instructions apply in the 
case of the marrows, excepting 
when planting the vining types, I 
where 8 to 10 feet should be al- j 
lowed between the rows, as well 
as the hills. Succession planting 
every two weeks is a good plan, ! 
as it will assure a constant fresh I 
supply of young vegetables for 
the summer months.

A NY artist who seriously 
adopts block-printing soon 
discovers that application of 
many of the fundamental princi¬ 
ples of designing are happily 
blended in its practice. To find 
an art medium which will pro¬ 
duce beautiful and expressive art 
realities and at the same time 
build the artist’s appreciation and 
knowledge of the importance of 
good design, mass, organization, 
elimination of detail and re-

draw it out carefully with ink 
on a piece of light 


and brush 
colored linoleum so the drawing 
is approximately as you wish the 
finished print to appear. The 
technique is planned with a few 
lines, the large masses absorbing 
all the space you can give them. 
Balance white with black and 
use lines only as necessary to 
carry the drawing out. 

Another Dictator 

You will soon find that good 
design is not the only dictator 
who stipulates a minimum of 
lines, it is actually hard to cut on 
each side of a line with a 
chisel point the size of a match. 
The drawing completed you take 
your gouges and religiously cut 
away all the white leaving the 
black drawing as a raised sur¬ 
face. 

With an ink roller you roll on 
ink in two directions to cover j 
all masses and lines with ink, | 
then place a piece of paper over 
the block and both are put thru’ j 
a proof-press, letter press or even 
a clothes-wringer on which the ! 
tension has been loosened. Peel \ 
the paper off the black and sur¬ 
vey your masterpiece. Clean the 
block with solvent and wrap in 
a piece of paper to prevent in¬ 
jury so future prints may be 
made. 

If you make one block-print 
you'll be a confirmed block- 
printer for you’ll be fascinated 
with the result of this simple and 
absorbing art medium. 

Try one . . . then try again. 
Even if you don’t feel that you 
are talented, making these prints 
will show you how much appli- j 
cation is necessary to attain even 
a modest proficiency in the art I
